Here is some good advice from an 


unknown 
exchange: 
"Newspaper 


readers sometimes wonder why cer- 
tain announcements in which they 
may be interested do not appear in 
their paper. 
Simply because the 


editor is not furnished with correct 
data from which to make up nri in- 
telligent Item or account. . Munv 
things can bo talked of safely In the 
icwspaper through hearsay, but 
there are matters |>crsoiinl to indi- 
viduals and families that cannotbe 
treated in this hit mid miss way. In 
case of* marriage and deaths, the 
official minister or someone intimate 
with the facts should take interest 
enough in having 
correct notices 


published to furnish the publisher at 
the earliest hour such reliable data as 
will enable him tomakesuch mention 
of the event as will be satisfactory 
ami credilablo to all interested, it 
is a delicate matter, for instance, for 
the editor to chronicle a wedding as 
lie would a streettight, from "current 
reports," especially when an error in 
names or dates would grate harshly 
upon the ears most Interested. In 
such cases silence is the only safety 
for the newspuiier; and yet this often 
offends people who do not stop to 
think why it is so. Thp gratuitous 
publication of these notices is some- 
tiling of a tax on the paper, and yet 
the time is cheerfully given when the 
proiwr data is furnished, because the 
editor deems it a pleasure to publish 
all matters of special orgeneral inter- 
est to his patrons and the public."

"SEA CANARIES."1 


Peculiar Find of » S*»ttle Fliheroum la 


th« Wf*y of ShH l-Kl^ri. 


A peculiar kind of shell-fish, the like 


jf which has never b«p.n soen on the 
sound, was fishnd out of two hundred 
feet of water near Five Mile Point one 
morning by a rock co:l fisherman. The 
man felt a tug at his line, an 1 began 
pulling in. Judging from the weight, 
ne concluded that he must have caught 
the grandfather of all the rojk co.1 in 
the sound. When he had taken in all 
his line he was astonished to find that 
he had not only landed a splendid five 
and a half pound cod, but also a rock 
full of perforations, to which were at- 
tached six lively shcll-tish, each as big 
»s one's fist, and somewhat resembling 
gigantic mussels. The shells of the fish 
were imbedded in the rock, and as soon 
a,s the rock was taken out of the water 
the fish craned their long necks out of 
the shells just as a turtle wnnlil. 


The necks of the fish were unlike any- 


thing the fisherman had ever seen; they 
resembled slightly the yellow mouth 
of the lamprey eel. Their mouths were 
pointed and surmounted by a hard, 
brown-colored beak, which they upenec 
ami shut precisely as a robin does. The 
fish and their abode were held togethei 
by means of the stout roots of seaweed 
which had grown about them, and the 
whole weighed eight and a half pounds.

iom« of th» Old Annirermmrle* That ShonM 


Not B« Forgotten. 


Our Independence day casts into ob- 


livion in this country some famous old 
holidays and holy days that ought not 
to be forgotten. Who that speaks fa- 
miliarly of the "dog days" remembers 
lhat the third of the month is the first 
:>f these famous days—the day on which 
Sirius, tlie Dog star, first comes into 
Conjunction with the sun. July 6 was 
the old midsummer day; it has lost that 
honor now, however, June 24 having 
received it instead, although that is St 
John's day, and only three days later 
than the summer solstice, which marks 
the scientific beginning of summer. The 
7th of this month is the feast day of St 
Thomas a Itecket, who, though a famous 
iaint for years, is now remembered 
ihiefly as the cause of the pilgrimage 
lo Canterbury which Chaucer has im- 
mortalized. 


Saint Swithin's Day came on the ir>th 


of the month; if it rains then, it will 
rain on the forty days following. Swith- 
in was bishop of Winchester, and died 
July 2, 862, leaving directions that he 
should be buried in the churchyard of 
his cathedral, so that the rain might 
fall on his grave.

"ROB ROY" MACGREGOR. 


A Short Biographical Sketch «r 


English Writer. 


Mr. John MacGregor, better known 


as "Rob Roy" MacGregor, who died at 
his 
residence, 
Lochiel, 
Boscombe 


Itourneraouth, lately, was the eldest 
son of the late Gen. Sir Duncan Mac- 
Oregor, K. C. B. He was born 
Gravesend, January 24, 1825, and a fe,. 
weeks after his birth, his parents, with 
their infant son, embarked on board 
the Kent, East Indiuman, which after- 
ward took fire in the Kay of Biscay. 
Young MacGregor was educated at 
King's school, Canterbury, and at sev- 
en other schools, in consequence of the 
frequent removals of his father's regi- 
ment. Later he was sent to Trinity 
college, Dublin, and afterward to Trin- 
ity college, Cambridge, where he grad- 
uated as B. A. and a wrangler. 
In 


1845 Mr. MacGregor wrote and sketched 
for "Punch," and during the revolution 
of 1848 he visited Paris. Two years 
later he made a tour through Europe 
and the Levant, and also visited Egypt 
and Palestine. 
On his return iu 
ifjftl 


he was called to the bar. 
Bting- of a 


restless disposition, however, he soon 
left for Kussia, visiting likewise every 
other country in Europe, as well as 
Algeria aud Tunis, and subsequently 
the United States and Canada. He pub- 
lished an 
intuivMiDg account of his 


wanderings. In 1865 he undertook his 
first canoe Toyage, and in the ensuing 
year his memorable log-book appeared 
under the title of "A Thousand Miles 
in the Rob Roy Canoe on the Rivers and 
Lakes of Europe." This work passed 
through thirteen editions in less than 
twenty years. It was succeeded by 
various other accounts of canoe voy- 
ages, all of which enjoyed considera- 
ble popularity. Mr. MacOregor was 
twice elected a member of the London 
scnool board, for the diyision of Green- 
wich; and he acted as chairman of the

On the day of the Wyoming massacre 


In 1778, wheu more than three hundred 
persons, men women 
and children 


were butchered by the Indians, Amos 
Stafford, a youth of nineteen yearn, had 
what almost might be called a miracu 
lous escape. According to the account 
given by Mr. Stone in his "Hc-minis- 
oences of Saratoga," young Stafford 
was one of a reserve 
of 
riflemen.

By this time, however, he had perceived 
that these fatal shots were preceded 
by a puff of smoke from behind a cer- 
tain log.

Instantly a bullet sped thither and 
danger from that quarter was at an 
end. 


Sewn the order was given to retreat 


Stafford waited to reload, and then ran 
to an adjacent w heat u'eld, where he 
hoped to lie concealed till dark, but the 
Indians stumbled upon him and he was 
forced to jump up and run. As he ran 
he glanced over his shoulder. 
An In- 


dian was upon his heels, with toma- 
hawk lifted. 


Amos ran—he could do nothing else— 


and pretty soon ca me to a brush fence. 
He cleared it at a bound, faced alxmt, 
and as his pursuer mounted it he shot 
him dead. 


Then he threw his musket into the 


rushes and p!un ged into the river. A 
shower of bullets followed him, but he 
dived, and on coming up struck out for 
the opposite shore. Thence he ran be- 
hind a ridge and jumped into a marshy 
spring. An Indian passed near him, 
but suspected nothing.

Said a well-known embalmer of this

"The custom is almost a universal one, 
and in soiae form is observed by everj 
race and tribe whether civilized or bar- 
barous. In this country we are apt to 
associate wakes with the Catholic peo- 
ple, but the sit ting up with the body 
after death, and especially during the 
night time, from time out of mind, has 
been practised by those of every other 
creed.

The next morning he reached 
the American camp, to which he brought 
the first news of the defeat anil massa- 
cre at Wyoming.—Youth's Companion.

which gold is believed to possess, when 
held to the light they appear to be oi 
rich, deep green.

These boats arc often crushed against 
the great vessel or aro capsized in 
lowering. I am alone in a wooden boat 
entirely under my own control, and in 
my opinion, far safer than others." An 
Ingenious theory but hardly a fair one. 


Capt. Andrews is by trade a piano 


maker. He built the "Sapolio" at At- 
lanuc City in the presence of hundreds 
of people, and exhibited it on the Lonfr

This is not 
so. Their work is confining, and while 
their arms are strong and muscular 
they are not more healthy than any 
other class of men whose work keeps 
them indoors. Their work is steady 
and they earn from twul vu to sixteen dol- 
lars a weok. Some of the work of trim- 
ming and preparing the molds for the 
beater is done by the wives ami tlau"h- 
ters of several of the men at 
irfeir 


houses. A term of four years is not con- 
sidi-red too longa time in which to learn 
the trade. 
Much skill is required in 


beating, so as to spread theraetalevenly 
and keep the skins in good order.—Chi- 
cago News.
